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County Planning Needed 


The Colu mbiana Cou nty May ors Assoc­ 
iation has made it known that it intends 
to ask Cou nty Commissioners to org anize 
a planning commission on a cou nty lev el. 
The petitions to the commissioners are 
ex pected to come from at least fou r mu nic­ 
ipalities in the cou nty which a l r e a dy 
are benefitting from planning boards within 
their own corporate bou ndaries. Salem is 
one of these. 
The may ors and other officials in these 
commu nities hav e seen the fru its of ade­ 
qu ate planning and feel that su bu rban and 
ru ral districts in Colu mbiana Cou nty cou ld 
be serv ed well by a cou nty ag ency . 
We think the may ors are rig ht. Proper 
planning and zoning in the cou nty wou ld 
eliminate mu ch of the haphazard g rowth 


that is qu ite apparent in certain areas and 
which cou ld continu e becau se there is no 
real comprehensiv e plan or pattern for the 
cou nty ’s dev elopment in the y ears to come. 
Ev en back in 1957 Colu mbiana Cou nty 
commissioners rejected the idea of joining 
Mahoning and Tru mbu ll Cou nties on a pro­ 
posed reg ional planning set-u p becau se, as 
they said at that time, they preferred one 
on a cou nty basis. 
Mahoning and Tru mbu ll Cou nties, mean- 
w'hile, proceeded with their own cou nty 
reg ional commissions whereby they , indi­ 
v idu ally , wou ld be elig ible for federal aid 
in proper planning and dev elopment. 
What has happened in Colu mbiana Cou nty ? 
Nothing ! 
Bu t it’s still not too late to sta rt 


Pricewise, Our Finest Hour 


There alway s has been this baffling irony 
abou t the finest hou rs that men hav e ex ­ 
perienced—that they didn’t know it at the 
time. 
How many Americans realize this is their 
finest hou r, pricewise? 
This is the instant in a lifetime when 
prices are stable 
and 
wag e 
rates 
are 
climbing . 
This is that rosy v ision of the perfec­ 
tionists when all of u s who are working 
are inching u p a notch or two on the hog , 
eating hig her all the time. 
This is that despaired of respite from 
trou bie when there isn’t any thing to worry 
abou t, pricewise. 
Viewers with alarm do not hav e to be 
worried abou t inflation. 
Economists staking their repu tations on 
predictions do not hav e to warn the pu blic 
abou t ru naway prices. 


LOOKED AT in long perspectiv e, 
this 
will be one of those placid, g lassy pools 
that men will y earn to see ag ain if they 
pass this way —the kind of a qu iet, reflectiv e 
place that they will dream abou t. 
Along with the way prices are cau g ht 
and held in a beam of economic su nlig ht 
is the way employ ment continu es to rise 
Iike% a su m mer su n, g etting big g er 
and 
brig hter by the minu te. 
If it weren’t for the way u nemploy ment 
continu es to rise, too, like a clou d bank 
coming u p in the West as fast as the su n 


rises in the East, perfection cou ld be ac­ 
claimed. Ev en so, a notion persists that 
something mu st hav e g one fu nny abou t 
employ ment-u nemploy ment bookkeeping and 
that u nemploy ment totals at best are only 
statistical projections of how many people 
wou ld take jobs if they cou ld be cou nted, 
not how many are actu ally u nemploy ed. 
Bu t is not this climax of perfection the 
beg inning of deterioration? Perfection it­ 
self can be only one instant in time. What 
happens nex t? 


THE MOST HOPEFUL say there is g oing 
to be more of the same stability in 1961, 
to be followed by a 
boom in 1962 
In either ev ent, u ncertainty becomes the 
prospect. If there is too mu ch of the same 
stability , prices mig ht start to fall, and that 
wou ld be deflation. If a boom beg ins in 
1962, prices will g o u p ag ain, and that will 
be inflation. 
Stabilization is what ev ery body wants, or 
say s he wants, and stabilization is now, 
present tense—ou r finest hou r, pricewise. 
Sy lv ia Porter, the lady economist 
who 
reports these thing s so eng ag ing ly , say s 
the Consu mers Price Index may not rise 
as mu ch as \ x/ j 
per cent for the whole 
y ear of 1961 and mig ht ev en rise less than 
that. 
Nev er has ecoomic Nirv ana 
been 
so 
near. Let all who hav e dreamed abou t it 
take a deep breath and sig h, “This is it— 
the moment we’v e been waiting for!”

The last time we had heard abou t the 
Roswell G arst farm was in a session of 
newspapermen complaining abou t misman­ 
ag ement of news cov erag e the day Sov iet 
Premier Khru shchev v isited it, 
Sept. 
23,

thou g ht 
Khru shchev and his host had more than 
enou g h cov erag e that day . 


Bu t now a Ru ssian jou rnalist who spent 
a few day s on the Garst farm this y ear— 
Garst made his fortu ne in hy brid corn— 
has directed attention once more to this 
famou s spread at Coon Rapids, la. He has 
annoy ed farm er Garst by accu sing him of 
low pay . This, retorts Garst, isn’t tru e. The 
Ru ssian jou rnalist, he ex plains, made the 
mistake of citing occasional day labor pay 
at SI. 10 an hou r ($1.70 on Su nday ) and ig ­ 
noring the farm ’s salaried personnel.

Premier 
Khru shchev 
recently 
allowed himself to forg et abou t 
Berlin for a while and addressed 
himself to repeating , with certain 
v ariations, 
his 
now 
familiar 
boasts abou t the material prog ­ 
ress made by the Sov iet Union, 
and his conv iction 
that 
Ru ssia 
wou ld “catch u p” with America 
qu ite soon—1970 is the cu rrent 
D-day . 
If Mr. Khru shchev means that 
Ru ssia is shortly to lead the world 
in phy sical mig ht immediately ap­ 
plicable to warlike pu rposes then, 
with reserv ations, he is rig ht. 
If, howev er. Mr. 
Khru shchev 
means that 
the 
Ru ssians 
will 
shortly su rpass all the world in 
the amenities of 20th centu ry life, 
su ch as they are, then he is on 
v ery mu ch less su re g rou nd. 
We allow ou rselv es to be daz­ 
zled too mu ch by the Spu tniks 
and other 
wonders 
of 
applied 
science. 
This was an inev itable reaction. 
For y ears after the war the So­ 
v iet Union was in a terrible state: 
Millions of her people went hu n­ 
g ry and u nshod; millions more 
were doing forced labor. 
Thing s beg an to g et a little bet­ 
ter ev en in Stalin’s time, 
and 
after Stalin there was a g reat 
leap forward. 


FOR SOME YEARS, howev er, 
there was a time lag in Western 
appreciation of what was hap­ 
pening . 
The first Spu tnik and the first 
jet liner took people qu ite by 
s u r pr i s e . After that, opinion 
swu ng the other way : A nation 
which cou ld achiev e the Spu tniks 
cou ld achiev e any thing . No dou bt 
it can, bu t has not done so y et. 
In the prov incial towns and in 
the v illag es, apart from the intro­ 
du ction of cheap electricity 
for 
lig hting pu rposes, 
life 
is 
v ery 
mu ch what it was in the bad old 
day s. The economy of the cou n­ 
try as a whole is still v ery m ar­ 
g inal. 
Material prog ress may or may 
not be important: certainly it is 
no disg race, it may ev en be a 
v irtu e, for a nation to lag be­ 
hind the g reat indu strial societies 
of the West. 
To measu re hu man happiness 
and prosperity 
in 
terms 
of 
telev ision, cars and refrig erators, 
strikes me as being v u lg ar in the 
ex treme, and I wou ld rather the 
Ru ssians set the Americans and 
ou rselv es an ex ample by thinking 
in qu ite other terms. 
It is they , howev er, who asked 
for their society to be ju dg ed in 
terms of steel and g adg etry . 
By their own measu nng -stick 
the Sov iet Union is, in fact, noth­ 
ing so 
far 
adv anced 
as 
Mr. 
Khru shchev insists, thou g h mov ­ 
ing forward fast. There are is­ 
lands of pov erty in the United 
States bu t Ru ssia is still a pov ­ 
erty -stricken land with only is­ 
lands of prosperity . 


IF THE SOVIET 
UNION 
is 
really doing as well as Mr. Khru ­ 
shchev pretends, there are some 
v ery cu riou s anomalies. Not least 
is the present condition of the 
satellites. 
For some y ears, u nder Stalin it 
was a Sov iet policy to ex ploit the 
satellites. After the Polish defi­ 
ance and the Hu ng arian u prising 
in 1956 this policy was chang ed. 
Instead of taking , Ru ssia started 
g iv ing , and conditions of life in 
Central and Eastern Eu rope be­ 
g an to improv e, hand in hand 
with the improv ement of the So­ 
v iet cities. 
During the last y ear this po l-

icy has been rev ersed. There has 
been a v ery sharp fall in liv ing 
standards in the satellites. There 
is food rationing in East Ger­ 
many ; there are food qu eu es in 
Hu ng ary and Czechoslov akia, Bu l­ 
g aria has been g oing throu g h a 
m ajor g ov ernmental crisis. 
Ru ssia is not helping . It is de­ 
manding repay ment of its $28 0 
million loan made to 
Hu ng ary 
after the 1956 trou bles. The East 
Germans hav e been told that they 


can ex pect no imported food to 
make g ood their shortag es, and 
that they mu st work rou nd the 
clock for su rv iv al. 


There are particu lar and local 
reasons for all these setbacks. 
Bu t in the end they all lead back 
to the Sov iet Union which, if Mr. 
Khru shchev ’s boasting is we l l - 
g rou nded, 
shou ld 
be 
s t r on g 
enou g h and rich enou g h to su c­ 
cou r its allies.

The era we liv e in is fu ll of 
wonders that make my ey es pop, 
bu t the popping est wonder to me 
is something we see frequ ently 
from ou r hillside in Rosy Fing ered 
Dawn—a hig h-fly ing jet flirting its 
v apo r trail fro m ho rizo n to ho rizo n 


at su ch tremendou s speed that a 
watcher mu st mov e his head to 
keep 
track 
of 
its 
su personic 
passag e. 
My fav orite qu ickie qu ip of the 
moment is abou t the sky pilot 
who told the floosie he had been 
pray ing for her and she replied. 
“Why nt y a g iv e me a bu zz; I ’m 
in the book.” 
By this time, I presu me, u nion 
policy -makers mu st hav e detected 
what is only beg inning to filter 
throu g h the awareness of others— 
that the Kennedy administration 
objects to the Taft-Hartley Act 
not becau se it is too tou g h bu t 
becau se it isn’t tou g h enou g h. 
A 
thou g ht 
that bemu ses me 
more often than I wish it did 
is that mu ch of what we think of 
as prog ress is not prog ress in any 
prov able way . That is, it rep­ 
resents no net g ain in the com­ 
fort, 
secu rity , 
or challeng e of 
ou r liv es. 


Sig ns are coming ov er the inter­ 
national horizon that Sov iet Pre­ 
mier Khru shchev is not ready to 
force any su dden end to the de­ 
bate ov e r the 
fu tu re statu s of 
Berlin. It may 
g o on for y ears. 
Indications 
from 
Commu ­ 
nist 
diplomats 
in London are 


that the Sov iet 
dictator wants 
a su mmit con­ 
ference in Octo- 
Dav id » .awreaea 
ber or Nov ember nex t before he 


reaches any decision. 
This is bu t another way of say ­ 
ing that he mig ht be content with 
a few official commu niqu es on 
Berlin or with a stalemate, which 


is what he fostered in the fou r- 
power conference at Genev a two 
y ears ag o. 
May be the Sov iets are beg in­ 
ning to see the weaknesses in 
their arg u ment. For if the Sov iet 
contention abou t Berlin is cor­ 
rect, then the Western Allies, too, 
can at any time it su its them re­ 
open all wartime ag reements. 
International law has long rec­ 
og nized the principle that, when 
nations sig n an ag reement, it is 
binding u pon all of them and can­ 
not be altered by one party in dis­ 
reg ard of the will of the others. 
Moscow may not like it, bu t to 
apply its own ru le wou ld ju stify 
a re-opening of the wartime u n­ 
derstanding s whereby 
L a t v i a 
Lithu ania and Estonia were in- 
cc.porated into the Sov iet Union. 
Each of these cou ntries was an 
in iependent state before World 
War II. They hav e a rig ht to self- 
determination. They 
are 
today 
colonies of the Sov iet g ov ern­ 
ment. 
Despite all the piou s observ a­ 
tions by the Commu nists concern 
ing “colonialism” 
in Asia 
and 
Africa, there are flag rant ex am­ 
ples of a disreg ard of the rig ht of 
self-determination 
r i g h t at the 
backdoor of the Sov iet 
U n i on 
itself. 
One of the u nfortu nate aspects 
of the whole controv ersy is the 
tendency in some American qu ar­ 
ters to concede that the wartime 
ag reements concerning Berlin are 
not based u pon firm and ex plicit 
u nderstanding s. In some qu arters 
this is merely a way of starting a 
chain reaction 
toward appease­ 
ment throu g h neg otiations. 
Bu t the record bears ou t that 
the United States and its allies 
obtained broad rig hts in Berlin 
and are entitled to respect for 
those rig hts today by the Sov iet 
Union. 
Perhaps the most interesting 
docu ments on the whole su bject 
are those fu rnished in a book by 
Gen. Lu ciu s D. Clay , who was a 
participant in all the big -power 
conferences from 1945 to 1949 — 
at Potsdam, Washing ton, London, 
Paris, Moscow — at which the 
ag reements concerning the dispo­ 
sition of former German territory 
were arrang ed. 


GEN. CLAY was depu ty mili­ 
tary g ov ernor of the U.S.-occu ­ 
pied Germany in 1945 and 1946, 
and commander of U.S. forces 
and military g ov ernor of the U.S. 
Zone in Germany from 1947 to 
his retirement in 1949. 


all of these docu ments accepted a 
common occu pation of Berlin and 


y et no one of them contained any 
g u arantee of access or specific 
prov ision for tru ck, rail and air 
rig ht of way . 
“This emission was not acci­ 
dental and had been discu ssed 
with ou r representativ e on 
the 
Eu ropean Adv isory Commission 
by Robert D. Mu rphy . Ambassa­ 
dor Winant in London believ er! that 
the rig ht to be in Berlin carried 
with it rig ht of access and that 
it wou ld only confu se the issu e to 
raise it in connection with the 
ag reement. 
“He felt strong ly that it wou ld 
arou se Sov iet su spicion and make 
mu tu al u nderstanding more diffi­ 
cu lt to attain. He believ ed it pos­ 
sible to dev elop a mu tu al friendly 
u nderstanding in which differences 
wou ld disappear.” 
If there was any dou bt abou t 
what was meant by the ag ree­ 
ments, it was resolv ed in 
1948 , 
when 
the 
Sov iets 
institu ted 
a 
blockade of Berlin. 
Rail and hig hway traffic was 
stopped at the border bu t 
the 
Allies broke the blockade with an 
airlift into Berlin and insisted u pon 
their rig hts. 
Gen. Clay was in the midst of 
this controv ersy , which led to ne­ 
g otiations in Moscow and Washing ­ 
ton, and finally all restrictions 
were remov ed and the prev iou s 
situ ation was restored. 


THE UNITED STATES has ad­ 
hered firmly to its position ev er 
since. Emphasizing the continu ity 
of American 
policy . 
President 
Kennedy , on Ju ne 28. issu ed a 
statement in which he said: 
“The ‘crisis’ 
ov er 
Berlin 
is 
Sov iet-manu factu red. The Sov iets 
illeg ally blockaded the city in 1948 
and lifted the blockade 
in 
the 
spring of 1949. From that time u n­ 
til Nov ember 1958 — almost a 
decade — the situ ation in Berlin 
was relativ ely peacefu l. . . . 
“In Nov ember 1958 the Sov iets 
beg an a new compaig n to force the 
Allied powers ou t of Berlin, 
a 
process which led u p to the abor­ 
tiv e su mmit conference in Pari* 
in May of last y ear. 


“Now they hav e rev iv ed that 
driv e. They call u pon u s to sig n 
what they call a ‘peace treaty ’ 
with the reg ime they hav e creat­ 
ed in Eastern Germany . 
“If we refu se, they say they 
themselv es will s i g n 
su ch a 
‘treaty .’ The obv iou s pu rpose here 
is not to hav e peace bu t to make 
permanent the partition of Ger­ 
many .” 


The Western World is not g o­ 
ing to accept the theory that a 
party 
to 
an 
ag reement 
may 
alter it at any time withou t 
the consent of the other. To con­ 
cede su ch a principle is to inv ite 
chaos in the world. 


Hence Berlin means more than 
a mere debate concerning who 
shou ld or shou ldn’t g ov ern a par­ 
ticu lar reg ion. 


It’s a qu estion of the oblig ation 
of allies who fou g ht a war to­ 
g ether to decide in u nity what 
shou ld or shou ld not be done. For 
sacrifices were made by the West 
as well as the East.
